Finishing AHS, Article 23,

A request for an additional $2.43 million to 
complete the Andover High School building 
project and a total budget that could for the 
first time exceed $70 million will likely high- 
light next week’s annual Town Meeting. 

The meeting begins Monday at 7 p.m. in 
Dunn Gymnasium at Andover High School. 

Other articles sure to spark some discus- 
sion include proposals to limit residential 
growth, set aside $1 million to purchase open 
space, adopt regulations for adult-use busi- 
nesses, allow convenience stores in West 
Andover and - for the third town meeting in 


a row — rezone the Champy land off Haverhill 
Street to allow residential development. 
$2.43M would come from budget 

The $2.43 million needed to finish the 
Andover High School construction project, if 
approved, will be funded with bonds paid for 
out of the regular budget over 20 years, not 
through a Proposition 2% override. 

For the owner of a $235,000 home, the debt 
service would add an average of $6.04 to his 
or her real estate taxes for each of the next 20 
years. [For more about what that money will 
buy, see related article, above.]

‘Selectmen should set a growth

The strongest sentiment expressed at 
Memorial Hall Library during last Saturday 
morning’s discussion on growth may have 
been that selectmen need to take a leading 
role if any action is going to be taken. 

“Selectmen should be involved. They can- 
not escape their elected responsibility,” said 
Al French, of Moreland Avenue and himself 
a former selectman.

It is the responsibility of those 
with decision-making power — the selectmen, 
he said. 

“A Master Plan is neither a solution nor 
an excuse,” Mr. French said. 

Selectmen should formulate growth poli- 
cy and bring it to town meeting for ratifica- 
tion, Mr. French said.

350th anniversary quilt 
brings two Andover 
towns together

Andover, Massachusetts, met 
two people from the home town 
of its original settlers Andover, 
England, last week when Ann 
Ohlenschlager came from Eng- 
land to help the 350th committee 
with its commemorative quilt. 

“I’ve been introduced to 
Andover,” said Ms. Ohlen- 
schlager, who had been staying 
with 350th celebration quilt 
member Joan Ross. 

According to Ms. Ohlen- 
schlager, Andover, England, is 
an estimated 60 miles southwest 
of London in the county of 
Hampshire. 

“The population is much the 
same, but it’s much more com- 
pact,” said Ms. Ohlenschlager, 
comparing the two Andovers. 


In the spring of 1995, during 
the design stages for the 350th 
celebration quilt, the committee 
thought of asking a quilter from 
Andover, England to create a 
block representing the home 
town of its original settlers. Nor- 
ma Gammon, 350th anniversary 
quilt member and chairwoman 
of the 350th anniversary, contact- 
ed the editor of the newspaper in 
England, who directed the com- 
mittee to Ann Ohlenschlager of 
the Sprat and Winkle Quilt 
Guild. 

Ms. Ohlenschlager said that 
she was delighted with the idea, 
and collaborated with 11 other 
members of her guild to create a 
tea pot block (a block is made up 

of fabric cut into geometric con- 
‘ lons.and sewn, together), 


using traditional English paper 
piecing methods. 

They chose a teapot because it 
is so closely associated with the 
English, and because Andover, 
England, is the home of the 
Twinings Tea Company which, 
according to Ms. Gammon, also 
supplies the tea for the Boston 
Tea Party re-enactment each 
year in Boston. 

The 350th celebration quilt is 8 
feet by 12 feet, contains four 
scenes, 35 pieced blocks, 350 dif. 
ferent types of fabric and 213 fly- 
ing geese. 

The scenes represented are 
the Hill, the Mill and the Till. 
plus the anniversary logo, which 
symbolizes the founding of the 
town in 1646. 

Ms. Ohlenschlager’s block can 
be seen in the upper left of the 
“wheel” in the celebration quilt. 

Ms. Ohlenschlager left the 
U.S. last Friday, but communica- 
tion between the two towns of 
Andover will continue through 
what Ms. Ross called a “round 
robin” exchange. 

According to Ms. Ross, mem- 
bers of the quilt guilds in both 
Andovers will make a block. The 
blocks will then be passed back 
and forth between the United 
States and England quilters until 
they are finished. 


Ms. Ohlenschlager said that 
she was excited to visit Andover, 
and is putting so much time and 
energy into the 350th celebration 
quilt because, “I’m purely sup- 
porting Andover.,.whatever

West Middle

As part of Andover’s continuing effort to 
renovate and maintain its buildings, Article 
44 on the Town Meeting warrant seeks 
$150,000 to replace the le aking gymnasium 
roof at West Middle School. 

“That roof’s in bad need of repair and it’s 
something we had’on the (Capital Improve- 
ment Plan) list and now its time had come.” 
said Dick Neal, superintendent of schools. 

“It’s not just patching. It! S going to need 
quite a bit of major repair. 

“It’s aged and it’s due to be replaced,” said 
Ken Parker, superintendent of buildings. 
“There’s no real serious problems.” 

Mr. Parker said the Municipal Mainte- 
nance Department has an estimate for the 
project of $150,000 and, “We think that’s a 
pretty safe number to go with.” 

The item is part of Andover’s five- -year 
Capital Improvement Plan (CIP) created by 
Buzz Stapezynski, town manager, and adopt- 
ed by the Board of Selectmen. 

Fixing the roof was not included in the 
$2.4 million school maintenance article 
approved during the 1992 Special Town 
Meeting. That article was approved in the 
wake of severe maintenance problems at 
West Middle School. 

The CIP says, “The gym roof is in deterio- 
rating condition as evidenced by leaks 
which are damaging interior structures.”

Because of unexpected building con- 
ditions and phasing difficulties, the 
town’s architects and project manager 
are saying it should take workers until 
Feb. 25, 1997, to complete the Andover 
High School building project. 

Originally, the project was scheduled 
to be complete by Aug. 16, 1996. 

There have been a total of 152 changes 
to the project, including 148 change 
directives from the architects, Ear] R. 
Flansburgh + Associates. 

The architects say 42 of these changes 
were due to latent conditions and 26 
were caused by phasing problems. 
These changes have led to overruns of 
more than $860,000 and individually add 
up to 234 days worth of delay, say the 
architects. 

But the architects and Mead Consult- 
ing, the town’s project manager, agree 
that because many of these items don’t

impact one another, several can be com- 
pleted simultaneously. Therefore, they 
believe the total delay from the latent 
conditions and phasing changes is actu- 
ally 137 days. 

Stone-Congress, the Andover High 
contractor, disagrees with this number 
and has said it will take until April, 
1997, to complete the project. This dis- 
agreement may not be settled until after 
the project is finished, when both sides 
may Claim they are entitled to some sort 
of compensation. 

“Unfortunately it many come down to 
the attorneys, which we wouldn’t like to 
see. Some things may get settled (with- 
out court action) and other things 
won't,” said Sharman Lappin, project 
manager. 

There are two reasons for the differ- 
ence between Stone-Congress’ date and 
the architects’ date. First, the contractor

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opable land for open space, and he ques- 
tioned whether people would to be willing to 
spend that. 

Mr. Miller said that although citizen 
input should be part of the process, state 
Statute gives the Planning Board the juris- 
diction to deal with the town’s Master Plan. 
He opposes handing the growth issue over to 
a task force. 

Christine Gebhard, of 2 Oriole Drive, said 
the existing regulations obviously don't 
have the teeth needed to control growth and 
that residents shouldn't be afraid of fighting 
back against the developers. 

“There is an obvious land scramble here,” 
Ms. Gebhard said. 

Residents and officials should not be 
afraid to use every tool they can devise to 
control growth, she said. 

For all the hoopla of the 350th anniver- 
sary celebrations, the town hasn't bought a 
Single piece of land as “a permanent and 
lasting” symbol of what's important to resi 
dents here now, Ms. Gebhard said. 

Mr. French said selectmen should more 
actively pursue contract zoning, making 
deals with potential developers to gain open 
space for the town. He credited this type of 
negotiation for Hewlett-Packard’s growth in 
West Andover without the banks of the Mer 
rimack River being destroyed. 

“Selectmen should encourage deal cut- 
ting,” Mr. French said. 

Mr. French suggested that pitting space 
needs against school needs should stop. Ask- 
ing for $1 million for open space is not the 
same as spending $40 million on the schools. 
They are two different orders of magnitude, 
Mr. French said. And acquisition of “open 
space will cut your school budget” in the 
long run, he said. 

Selectman Larsen, referring to Mr 
Pustell’s leaf reference, said being a select 
man more often feels like guiding a log 
around the pond and he’s just trying not to 
fall off. 

“I really feel strongly we need a broad 
based community task force” to study the 
growth issue, Dr. Larsen said. 

If open space is a priority, then people 
have to lobby for it, Mr. Finegold said. And

Lynne Robidoux 
said she believes reg- 
ular elections are the 
best way for voters to 
replace unpopular 
politicians. But she 
wouldn’t mind hav- 
ing a recall process 
as a back-up. 

Ms. Robidoux, of 
Brundrett Avenue, is 
one of the many par- 
ents who have been 
upset with the School 
Committee during 
the past two years 
because they believe 
they were ignored by 
certain members 
during important 
decisions. It was 
because of committee 
members’ behavior 
that Ms. Robidoux 
and other residents 
decided a recall 
process to remove 
officials should be 
installed in Andover, 
she said. 

“I just think we 
need it in the town 
charter or bylaws. | 
think over the past 
year and a half there 
has been a loud cry 
for it.

ance of a committee, 
but you can’t clean 
up a committee,” 
until all the members 
face re-election, she 
said. “It would be 
nice to have some- 
thing on the books 
that people can use if 
they think a commit- 
tee has gotten out of 
hand. We had a lot of 


damage done 
because we didn’t 
have a recall.” 


Some opponents of 
a recall point out that 
Andover already has 
town elections. Each 
year at least one seat 
is up for election 
from town boards 
such as the School 
Committee and 
Board of Selectmen. 

“Even though our 


charter is good that 
way, within a year a 
lot can happen,” Ms. 
Robidoux said of the 
annual elections. 

Holding a recall 
election would also 
cost the town extra 
money unless it’s 
held at the same time 
as another election. 
The selectmen voted 
against supporting 
the recall article. 

“It is something 
that would be a very 
serious (action). It’s 
very costly,” said 
Randy Hanson, town 
clerk. “It’s a costly 
process to set up an 
election. It doesn’t 
cost millions of dol- 
lars but it’s also not 
something that’s put 
into the budget.

“People may not 
want to use (the 
recall), they might 
never use it, but at 
least it would be 
there,” she said.

Jews around the world begin the weeklong 
celebration of Passover Wednesday evening, 
April 3. Passover commemorates the libera- 
tion from slavery of the ancient Israelites. On 
the first two nights of Passover (Wednesday 
and Thursday evenings), special Seders, or 
“festive meals,” are held in homes or syna- 
gogues during which special foods are eaten 
and the story of the Exodus is told. 

Passover, like most Jewish holidays, has 
been molded and shaped by Jewish history. 
The liberation from Egypt was the stimulus, 
but failing to mention more contemporary 
enslavements and liberations during the 
Seder would be to deny Passover its real 
meaning. 

Matzah, unleavened bread, figures promi- 
nently into the observance of Passover. 


Matzah, bread that has not been allowed to 
rise, was eaten by the Israelites during the 
hasty departure from Egypt. 

Some suggest that matzah, which is actu- 
ally “unfinished bread,” represents the 
unfinished business of sharing our freedom 
with others. We have been freed from slav- 
ery, and yet our own freedom is incomplete 
because others still live under the tyranny of 
other enslavements: poverty, hunger, vio- 
lence, illiteracy. 

After a week of eating matzah, Jews 
resume eating bread. That too suggests that 
matzah can eventually turn to bread, just as 
slavery can evolve into liberation. 

Passover is a reminder of our own role in 
sharing the freedom we cherish with those 
who have yet to savor the sweet taste of a full 
and complete liberation.

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Article 23 is defeated, they will need to 
add back some items through a future 
Capital Improvement Plan or school 
budget anyway. If the town approves 
money for the building project within a 
year after construction is finished, the 
State may still reimburse the town for 
60 percent of that money, they said. 

The list of more than $1.6 million in 
possible cuts contained ideas such as 
reducing money for technology (for a 
Savings of $850,000) and eliminating the 
renovation of the Collins Center and 
library (a savings of $386,000), acoustic 
ceiling treatment ($50,000), a fitness 
room ($15,000) and curtains to divide 
the gym into different teaching or prac- 
tice areas ($48,000). School Committee 
members Lloyd Willey and Susan Dal- 
ton said many of these items were 
among the main reasons people sup- 
ported the project in the first place. 

“We can’t do without most of these 
things. You can’t do without the tech- 
nology because it’s not going to be 
acceptable,” said Dick Neal, superin- 
tendent. “Isn’t the real point here that 
if this ($2.43 million) is not approved 
we're going to have to pay for these 
somehow out of another pocket?” 

“We don’t have $1.6 million left on 
that project of bricks and mortar,” said 
Mr. Marsh. “These things were not 
strategically placed on this list to scare 
people. They’re on this list because this 
is where we are on this project.” 

Mr. Marsh said the building com-

mittee tried to select items that could 
be added back later on close to “a dollar 
for dollar basis.”

Article 6: $500,000 for 
unanticipated special-needs costs 


By Neil Fater 

With fares as high as $24,000 per 
year just for driving a special-needs 
student to an out-of-Andover school 
never mind the cost of tuition - it 
doesn’t take too many new placements 
to throw the budget out of whack. 

It is in large part because of unantic- 
ipated special-needs placements that 
Article 6 on the Town Meeting warrant 
looks to transfer as much as $500,000 to 
the school budget. As of March 26, the 
special-education budget was $421,095 
in the red. 

According to Dick Neal, superinten- 
dent, the special-needs deficit includes 
net totals of: 

* Nearly $55,000 in unexpected 
salaries to pay for people such as a 
nurse or a specialized teacher: 

¢ More than $20,000 in unanticipated 
expenses; 

* Around $42,000 in unexpected 
transportation costs, which can pay for 
the use of specially-equipped vehicles; 
and 

¢ About $304,000 in tuition for out-of- 
district placements. 

“They range anywhere from $17,000 
to around $26,000 for the placement, 
plus transportation - and (the cost of) 
transportation differs depending on 
how many students there are and 
" where they’re going,” said Mr. Neak +

It generally costs around $5,400 to 
transport a special-needs student, he 
said. 

Belying the increased cost of special 
education is the fact that Andover actu- 
ally is transporting fewer special-needs 
students to Andover and to out-of-dis- 
trict schools than it did back in 1990- 
1991. 


School officials hired a consultant to 
study the efficiency of Andover’s spe- 
cial education delivery and a report 
was delivered in February. 

“Andover has developed several pro- 
grams that are perceived as having 
prevented and/or eliminated the need 
for out-of-district placements by pro- 
viding comparable, high-quality ser- 
vices for students,” the report stated. 

Because Andover educators “have 
succeeded in providing programs for 
students in the public schools, it is nat- 
ural to assume that those requiring 
out-of-district placements will have 
more significant special needs. There- 
fore, the cost per student as well as the 
time students spend in their programs 
can be expected to increase. This, along 
with rate increases, probably accounts 
for the increasing costs.” 

The consultant’s report said tuition 
costs have increased 27 percent over

inal $26.5 million project and the addi- 
tional $2.43 million if it’s approved. Jim 
Anderson, Department of Education 
official handling the Andover project, 
said such an overrun “is a common 
occurrence in a lot of communities.” 

The $2.43 million contains: 

* Nearly $1,052,000 in contingency 
funds, money used for unexpected 
problems. By the time the project is 
complete, construction officials expect 
to require more than $2.7 million in 
contingency money, almost double the 
amount they originally slated. 

* Around $560,000 for “soft costs,” 
including items such as $103,000 for 
temporary heat and $84,527 more for 
project management. The soft-cost 
money contains cash for both already 
completed work and for the projected 
cost of expected work. 

* More than $814,000 to put things 
back into the project and to add one 
new item. 

Building officials want to add $63,000 
for motorized shades to eliminate sun- 
light glare in the new gymnasium. 


They also want to restore four 


items 
the School Building Committee previ- 
ously cut from the project to provide 
contingency money. 

This would include money to recon- 
struct the outdoor track, replace the 
remaining opening windows, redesign 
a congregation area for students in 
front of the building, and replace 
$100,000 that was previously eliminated 
from the furniture and equipment 
account. 

Tony Torrisi, finance and budget 
director, said the average household, 
valued at $235,000, will pay an average 
of $6.04 per year for 20 years to pay for 
the extra money. 

Although the project was originally 
scheduled to be complete in August 
1996, the architects said the contractor 
has until February 1997 to complete the 
project because of latent conditions 
and phasing issues.

FinCom’s, superintendent's, 


School Committee’s

Whether Town Meeting approves 
the School Committee’s, Finance 
Committee’s or town manager’s rec- 
ommended school budget, Dick Neal, 
superintendent of schools, has a good 
idea regarding what he’ll need to cut 
from his recommended budget to 
reach the approved level. 

The School Committee’s recom- 
mendation of $29.4 million is $200,000 
lower than the superintendent’s origi- 
nal budget and was approved 3-2. 

Susan Dalton and Lloyd Willey vot- 
ed against this budget, in part 
because it calls for the elimination of 
a position to rent school property. Mr. 
Willey and Ms. Dalton said state and 
town laws say such rentals should be 
under the control of the schools, not 
under the town’s control as it is now. 

Mr. Neal said the School Commit- 
tee’s budget will continue most of the 
programs people have been con- 
cerned about losing. 

“It will maintain the instrumental 
music program as we have it right 
now, it will maintain the home eco- 
nomics program at the middle 


school,” said Mr. Neal. 

Some of the necessary cuts will 
probably include reducing the num- 
ber of new hires by the equivalent of 
1.7 full-time people, eliminating one 
Andover High School home eco- 
nomics class, and decreasing the 
amount of staff development opportu- 
nities and support services the sys- 
tem will offer. 

While this budget has been called a 
maintenance budget, Mr. Neal said 
“on the other hand it’s not a stand- 
still budget.” 

For example, the schools are start- 
ing a new science program and plan 
to put a new language arts program 
into grades one, two and three, he 
said. There will be new technology in 
the schools and each school will be 
linked electronically to Memorial 
Hall Library. In addition, the High 
School will begin using a five-year 
restructuring grant from the state to 
work on education reform initiatives. 

By contrast, the Finance Commit- 
tee’s $28.9 million school-budget rec- 
ommendation would. scrap “a consid-

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Growth articles are 
bound to spark discussion

Several articles on next week’s 
Town Meeting warrant propose mecha- 
nisms to limit or control 
residential growth in 
Andover and are likely to 
spark some impassioned 
discussion on Tuesday 
and/or Wednesday nights. 


Impact fee 

¢ Article 50, submitted 
by Joseph E. O'Brien, of 3 
Sutherland St., proposes 
adopting a general bylaw 
requiring developers to 
pay an impact fee prior to

Six-month moratorium 

Article 52, which pro- 
poses a six-month mora- 
torium on residential 
construction, was also 
submitted by Mr. Loscut- 
off.

“Development in Andover is very 
profitable for builders and beneficial 
for buyers, but has proven costly for 
taxpayers,” Mr. O’Brien said in his 
explanation of the article in the 
Finance Committee Report. “The root 
cause Of Andover’s tax increase and 
school budgetary woes is too rapid a 
rate of development. This article 
attempts to address these issues.” 

The aim is to curtail development, 
fund the purchase and maintenance of 
conservation land independent of taxa- 
tion, and to coordinate development 
and conservation for the benefit of the 
community as a whole, according to 
Mr. O’Brien. 

Planners, selectmen and the Fin- 
Com have recommended disapproval 
of the article. 


Limit number of permits 

¢ Article 51, submitted by James 
Loscutoff of Jenkins Road, proposes to 
amend the zoning bylaw to limit the 
number of building permits that could 
be issued in a given year. The proposal 
would limit developers to building one 
house a year in a subdivision of 10 or 
fewer lots, and 10 percent of the total in 
a subdivision with more than 10 lots. 


“Andover currently has no mecha- 
nism to control growth, no limit to the 
number of houses a developer can 
build in an approved subdivision,” Mr. 
Loscutoff wrote in his explanation of 
the article. “When the developers are 
through building, it is up to the town to 
provide roads, provide the new chil- 
dren with schools, provide for fire and 
police protection, provide water and 
other services a home is entitled to in 
Andover. The developers make their 
money and leave it up to the taxpayers 


buyers, but has 
proven costly 
for taxpayers.’

conservative approach to 
addressing this issue 
without relying on emer- 
gency measures in the 
nearing advent of a fiscal 
crisis.

Mr. Loscutoff said this week that he 
doesn’t think his articles will pass, but 
that he would not withdraw them 
because he hopes they will spark some 
purposeful discussion, 

“I'm going to put it on the floor and 
walk away from it and let people dis. 
cuss it,” Mr. Loscutoff said. 

He added that he hopes the discus 
sion would be constructive and not 
turn into a fight. 


Other growth-related articles 

Other articles related to the growth 
issue include: 

¢ Article 53, a request fromm the Con- 
servation Committee to authorize the 
town to spend up to $1 million to 
acquire land for conservation purpos- 
es. The 1993 Town Meeting authorized 
$1 million for the same purpose, but to 
date only $342,000 of that has been 
spent. 

Selectmen recommend approval. 
The FinCon recommends disapproval. 

“The $658,000 balance available in 
the Conservation Fund provides the 
Conservation Commission with suffi- 
cient funds for routine purchases, If 
large parcels of desirable land becomes 
available, Town Meeting approval of 
additional funding can be sought,” the 
FinCom said in its report. 

* Article 72, submitted by Genetics 
Institute at 1 Burtt Road, requests a 
change in the zoning bylaw to allow 
buildings of up to 80 feet tall in the

Q. Can a warrant article be amend- 
ed on the Town Meeting floor to 
increase the appropriation from the 
dollar figure specified in the original 
petition? 

A. In Andover, no, according to 
James D. Doherty, town moderator. 

“They can’t do it on a special arti- 
cle,” Mr. Doherty said. “Because that 
is the warning in the warrant to the 
inhabitants of the town that that’s the 
outer limit that they’re going to talk 
about.” 


Q. Does that apply to the budget? 

A. No, according to Mr. Doherty, 
because the budget does not include 
dollar amounts in the warrant. So, 
technically, a voter could amend any 
portion of the budget to a higher 
amount, he said. 

“The state statute says very little 
with reference to the conduct of town 
meeting,” Mr. Doherty said. 

It principally says the moderator 
will run it, he said. He has been 
attending town meeting since 1937, 
and this will be his 19th in the posi- 
tion of moderator, and that’s the way 
it has been run, he said. 

“It was understood,” Mr. Doherty 
said. “We govern our town meeting 


enclose the mechanicals on top of the 
buildings, according to Genetics offi- 
Cials. 

“This article would allow industrial

Those buildings are 
part of a 15- or 20-year plan to construct 
1.4 million square feet of research-and- 
development and manufacturing space 
in a campus-like setting on 51 acres 
there. 

Zoltan Csimma, a Genetics official, 
during a presentation of this warrant 
article to selectmen last month, indi- 
cated disapproval of the zoning change 
could affect his company’s decisions, 
as well as those of other biotech compa- 
nies, regarding future expansion here. 

The Planning Board recommends 
approval, Selectmen will make a rec- 
ommendation at Town Meeting. 

¢ Article 76, submitted by Dennis 
Teves of 8 Mohawk Drive, proposes 
limiting to 5 percent the amount of 
new growth assessments allowed by 
Proposition 2: to be used in determin- 
ing the real estate tax levy. 

The intent of the artigle-is to slow 
the automatic increase in the tax base.

Q. How do you 
amend an article 
on the floor? 

A. Stand and 
ask that it be 
amended. 

If it is simply 
changing a figure, 
it does not have to James Doherty 
be in writing. 

If it is for a proposed zoning or 
bylaw change, then it should be in 
writing so town officials can make 
sure it fits into the four corners of the 
original article, said Mr. Doherty. 

An ombudsman, usually special 
town counsel Bob Zollner, is sitting off 
to the side at a table with paper and 
pens and will assist a voter in wording 
the amendment. 

Those unfamiliar with the way 
town meeting works should not be 
intimidated, Mr. Doherty said. 

“Don't be leery about it,” Mr. 
Doherty said. “I try to lead them - I 
don’t give them a hard time over it. 
New people have to learn the system. 
The best way for them to learn it is to 
attend it for two or three years.”

Mr. Hoffman owns land in the ID 
district in West Andover near the junc- 
tion of River and Shattuck roads where 
he wants to construct and operate such 
an establishment. He has indicated it 
would include a laundry or dry clean- 
ing service. 

Selectmen and the Planning Board 
recommend approval. 

¢ Article 81, submitted by Kevin 
Callery of 8 Kensington St., proposes 
rezoning a property at 66 Poor St. 
from Apartment zoning to Single Resi- 
dence A. The property owner attempt- 
ed last year to gain Planning Board 
approval for a plan to construct condo- 
miniums on the sight, but met strong 
resistance from some neighbors. The 
article is an attempt to bar the proper- 
ty from being converted to multifamily 
use. 

¢ Article 87, for the third time in 
two years asks Town Meeting voters to 
rezone the Rose Champy land off 
Haverhill Street from industrial to res- 
idential zoning. 

The new proposal is a result of a 
compromise agreement between the 
land owner, the developer, neighbors 
of the property and other residents and 
non-residents interested in retaining 
as much of the land as possible for 
open space. It is part of a larger plan 
proponents are pursuing for a regional 
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The budget(s) 

Residents will be asked to consider 
three separate groups of budget recom- 
mendations, those of the town manag- 
er, selectmen and Finance Committee. 
Only the selectmen’s and FinCom's 
recommendations will be moved for a 
vote, but the manager's is listed in the 
Finance Committee Report and has 
some differences from the other two. 

All three total close to $70 million, 
and differ by less than $500,000. But 
there are some significant differences 
in what each recommendation propos- 
es for different departments. In addi- 
tion, the School Committee will make a 
recommendation on the schools bud- 
get, which will differ from the superin- 
tendent’s recommendation - printed in 
the FinCom report. The budget will be 
presented and voted with nine individ- 
ual motions, one for each department. 

The recommendations of the Fin- 
Com, selectmen and manager differ on 
General Government, Public Safety 
and the Schools budgets. They agree on 
Municipal Maintenance, Public Works. 
Library, Unclassified, Greater 
Lawrence Technical School and Fixed 
Costs. 

General Government 

In General Government, the Fin- 
Com is $2,800 lower than the town man- 
ager, and selectmen are $500 higher 
than the manager. 

Selectmen took a full-time planner 
position out of the budget, for a savings 


of $35,500, but then put the position 
back in at $35,000 for a planning con- 
sultant. 

The FinCom Tuesday night agreed 
to go with the selectmen’s recommen- 
dation on the planner position. But the 
FinCom still recommends cutting a 
personal computer from the Commis- 
sion on Disabilities budget for a sav- 
ings of $2,300. 


The School Committee’s 
recommendation is 
$200,000 less than the 


superintendent’s, but still 
$500,000 above that of the 
Selectmen and FinCom. 


Public Safety 

In Public Safety, selectmen went 
with the manager’s recommendation, 
but are $196,000 higher than the Fin- 
Com. The FinCom does not support the 
hiring of four new police officers and 
proposes hiring only one, a new DARE 
officer. The savings would be $96,000 in 
the budget, but the FinCom was more 
concerned with the cost of benefits and 
training that are not covered by that 
figure. The other $100,000 is for over- 
time to staff the second ambulance in 
the Fire Department. The FinCom does 
not support funding the overtime, but 
may discuss it again before Town 
Meeting.

There will also be satelite parking in 
the town lot on Red Spring Road and at 
West Elementary School with a shuttle 
bus coming by every 15 minutes. 


The Collins Center lot will not be

from the Red Spring Road lot will only 
be available if that lot is needed on 
those two nights. 

Handicap parking will be available 
in the circle in front of the gym. 


Child care 

Child care will be available for 
school-age children, ages 5-12, all three 
nights.

Schools, the levy and free cash 

In the Schools, there is a $1.2 million 
difference between the town manager's 
and superintendent’s recommenda- 
tions. Selectmen and the FinCom have 
added $500,000 to the town manager's 
figure as a compromise recommenda- 
tion. The School Committee’s recom- 
mendation is $200,000 less than the 
superintendent's, but still $500,000 
above that of the selectmen and Fin- 
Com. 

[For what would be included in the 
various school budgets, see related arti- 
cle, page 31.) 

If the town manager’s budget were 
approved as recommended, it would 
leave the town roughly $900,000 under 
the Proposition 2 levy limit. The levy 
limit is the amount of money that can 
be raised in property taxes without an 
override. 

If the FinCom’s and selectmen’s rec- 
ommendation is approved, the addi- 
tional $500,000 will come from new tax 
revenues, using more than half the sur- 
plus levy capacity. 

If the superintendent’s or School 
Committee’s recommendation is 
approved, the town would have to tax 
to the levy limit, and may also need to 
tap into the town’s free cash. 

Free cash is the amount of surplus 
revenue over and above uncollected 
taxes certified by the state each year. 
Andover’s free cash is currently about 
$3.5 million. Of that, approximately 
$1.3 million will likely be used to pay

In light of the additional expenses 
needed for the schools this year, 
selectmen began early knocking cost- 
ly proposals off the April Town Meet- 
ing warrant. 

Of the 96 articles originally pro- 
posed, seven were withdrawn by the 
board before the warrant closed Jan. 
12. Of the 89 remaining on the warrant 
and printed in the Finance Committee 
report, at least 10 will be withdrawn 
on the floor-of Town Meeting. That 
will leave 79 articles on which resi- 
dents will be asked to vote. 

The eight items already withdrawn 
were proposals for: 

* $300,000 for sidewalk construc- 
tion and repair; 

* $358,100 for traffic safety 
improvements along Main Street: 

* $658,100 combining the two afore- 
mentioned projects into one; 

* $1.2 million to construct athletic 
fields at the Essex Gravel pit; 

* $1.7 million to build a community 
recreation center at Rec Park; 

* Up to a $3,000 stipend for each 
Retirement Board member; 

* $10,000 to establish a fund for the 
town’s 400th anniversary celebra- 
tion in 2046. 

The nine articles to be withdrawn 
on the floor include proposals to: 

* Accept as town ways Acorn 
Drive, Basswood Lane and Hazelwood 
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for the deficit in the snow-removal bud- 
get this year, according to Tony Tor- 
risi, budget and finance director. 

Roughly another $.9 million will be 
appropriated at Town Meeting for oth- 
er expense, including up to $500,000 for 
special education (Article 6); $300,000 
for radio equipment at the public safe- 
ty center (Article 43); $52,000 to the 
Merrimack Valley Regional Transit 
Authority for seniors’ bus service 
(Article 77); up to $15,000 for tha 
Friendly Visitor Program for seniors 
(Article 70); $50,000 for the senior tax 
voucher program (Article 61); and 

25,000 for conservation land improve- 
ments (Article 54). 

“We're probably going to end up 
using more than $2.2 million” of the 
free cash, Mr. Torrisi said recently. 

The superintendent’s school budget, 
if approved, could require dipping into 
the remaining $1.3 million in free cash. .

D.K. Goodwin: Letters to our children

My cousin's father died several 
weeks ago. He'd had Alzheimer’s for 
a While and he was in a nursing 
home. 

A week or so after his death, my 
cousin sent me ——— 
copies of two let- 
ters her dad had 
Written to his 
parents about 60 
years ago when 
he was a young 
adult, just after 
he left home. 
They were won- 
derful — full of 


to his parents for 


the way they raised him. There were 
a few anecdotes in the letters too. He 
wrote about never forgetting the day 
his parents sat on his bed and told 
him his sister had died. 

I thought of those two letters Sun- 
day afternoon while listening to 
Pulitzer Prize winning author, Doris 
Kearns Goodwin, during her talk at 
the Collins Center. 

Ms. Goodwin, author of No Ordi- 
nary Time (Franklin and Eleanor 
Roosevelt), as well as books about 
presidents Kennedy and Johnson. 
said she was impressed with the way 
the Kennedys were able to keep the 
family together. She said they have 
“great houses” in good locations so 
the kids want to visit. But she also 


described some of Rose Kennedy’s 
ways of getting her children involved 
by talking politics at the dinner table 
and by writing letters full of politics 
to her children. So Dr. Goodwin 
decided to change the style of the let- 
ters she wrote to her children and 
instead of talking about the family 
dog, she wrote about politics. They 
hated it!

Was he picking on 
Andover’s teachers? 


Editor, Townsman: 

I find it both odd and distressing 
that the chairman of the Finance Com- 
mittee, a former member and chairman 
of the School Committee, should have 
chosen to fingerpoint at only one salary 
number in his letter to the citizens in 
the “Finance Committee Report.” He 
has chosen to tell us that 49 percent of 
Andover’s teachers will earn over 
$50,000 in base pay next year. 

I am distressed for the following rea- 
sons: 

First and most important: It creates 
an atmosphere of the kind of inter- 
board and interdepartmental divisive- 
ness whose strong rejection is one of 
the messages that can be read into the 
recent town election. 
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Second: It highlights the one person- 
nel cost in the whole budget that has 
stabilized or declined modestly in 
recent years and is likely to continue to 
decline for a few years. The retirement 
of our experienced teachers, hired dur- 
ing the baby-boom days of the early 
‘70s, continues and they are being 
replaced by lower-salaried newcomers. 

Third: The single highest paid teach- 
er in the system, counting salary and 
stipends, earns somewhere in the low 
to mid-$60,000 range, while the Sunday, 
March 24, Boston Globe listed the top 
seven wage earners in Andover as six 
policemen and one fireman - three of 
them at over $100,000 and two as the 
highest paid public employees in this 
part of the state. 

Fourth: Using Finance Committee 
Report “personal service” numbers 
(with one side trip to the school depart- 
ment office) one can quickly discover 
that the average pay in 1997 for the 
135.7 employees of the fire and police 
departments is to be $52,592; the aver- 
age pay for the 374.2 members of the 
certified faculty in the schools will be 
$39,211. 

Andover needs the best qualified 
personnel possible in all departments 
and Town Meeting will see enough 
debate about the cost of those services 
without being ill-served by an appoint- 
ed official before we even start.

Article 79: Convenience 
stores for West Andover 


Editor, Townsman: 

Many West Andover residents have 
been very vocal about the need for a 
convenience store or stores in their 
part of town. Presently, they have to 
travel miles to Tewksbury or Methuen 
or other parts of Andover to purchase a 
loaf of bread or a quart of milk or to 
have their clothes cleaned or buy a bot- 
tle of Aspirin. Now, the rapidly grow- 
ing population of West Andover has 
made such a controlled development 
both logical and necessary. 

Article 79, which has Planning 
Board approval, would make possible 
the addition of needed convenience 
stores to the permitted industrial and 
residential uses of I A zoned land. 

We already have the nucleus of a 
small convenience area off River Road, 
west of I-93, with the Grill 93 Restau- 
rant, the Mobil gas station, the Tage 
Inn and the Andover Bank. 

The addition of a convenience store 
and possibly a drop-off and pick-up 
cleaner would be welcomed by many 
people. And now that the U.S. Postal 
Service has advised that a new post 
office in West Andover is on their high- 
est priority list, we have the opportuni- 
ty to round out and confine any com- 
mercial area serving West Andover to 
the most appropriate and convenient 
location, with the added benefit of 
relieving the seemingly unsolvable 
traffic pressure at the downtown 
Stevens Street post office, something 


every Andoverite would applaud. 

It is important to note that an affir- 
mative vote on Article 79 will not in 
itself result in any commercial develop- 
ment. It will only make such develop- 
ment possible, subject to approval by 
all relevant town boards. As a resident 
of Andover since 1951, I have watched 
Andover grow from 8,000 to over 30,000 
inhabitants, with much of that growth 
taking place in West Andover. Those 
people are asking for your help. I 
strongly urge all Andover voters to 
support Article 79 at April Town Meet- 
ing by giving it the two-thirds vote 
required to pass it.

Before any special permit is issued, 
both the Planning Board and the zoning 
board would hold public meetings where our 
neighbors and the other residents of 
Andover would have their input. 

4. Not only is the proposed rezoning of our 
property illegal because it is spot zoning and 
‘not part of a comprehensive zoning plan of 
the town, but it is unfair. It is unjust of a 
group of neighbors to attempt to rezone 
#pmeone else’s property, only because they 
object to a legal use of that property. 

5. If successful at Town Meeting, this 
rezoning would serve as a precedent that 
would be very costly to the town.

In danger of losing 
instructional assistants 


Editor, Townsman: 

There has been much publicity in recent 
weeks due to the possibility of the elimina- 
tion of the elementary instrumental music 
rogram in the schools. The public and 
parental outcry was overwhelming. Their 
voices did not go unheard. It now appears 
that a compromise has been reached due to 
the support and efforts of Diana Kolben and 
the program will be saved. We are very 
pleased for the children and parents, howev- 
er, this cut would not have affected every 
‘child in every elementary school in Andover

on a daily basis. 

We are not sure that people are aware that 
we are also faced with a cut that will affect 
all elementary students. We are in jeopardy 
of losing all elementary classroom instruc- 
tional assistants. If the proposed budget as 
presented by the School Committee is not 
approved the instructional assistants will be 
eliminated. This is a direct service area 
which does affect all children every day. The 
assistants, under the direction of the teacher, 
provide support in the classroom working 
with small groups of children or on a one-to- 
one basis when needed. They provide help 
specifically in language arts, math, comput- 
ers, centers and stations as well as prepare 
material for the teacher. We cannot imagine 
the town even considering a quality full-day 
kindergarten program if the teacher has no 
assistant in the classroom. The loss would be 
most dramatically felt at the lower grade lev- 
els. 

People may be quick to respond by saying 
we can fill the void with parent volunteers. 
Parent volunteers are a valuable commodity, 
however, realistically they are simply a par- 
ent volunteer. They are somebody’s mom or 
dad coming in to the classroom once or twice 
a month to help out. They are not a constant, 
consistent, authoritative adult. And they 
could not be utilized in many situations due 
to student confidentiality. 

The assistant, again under the teacher’s 
direction, is in the business of helping to 
educate. Many of the classroom assistants 
are degreed teachers. We have often been 
called Andover’s best bargain. If we are elim- 
inated, the system would simply provide 
teacher assistants in a custodial capacity 
lending supervisory help only at arrivals, 
recess, and lunch. They would have no con- 
tact with the students in the classroom. 

We feel strongly that eliminating the 
Classroom assistants would be a move in the 
wrong direction particularly if our goal is to 
provide our children with a top-rate school 
system.

Teachers’ union head: 
We need the money 


Editor, Townsman: 

Andover is approaching a moment of 
truth. Simply stated, our public schools are 
facing cuts they cannot sustain without dras- 
tic reductions in the services they offer our 
students. Our elected town leaders — and 
every Andover resident — must now. face the 
prospect (and the consequences) of a school 
system whose quality has been severely com- 
promised. 

Consider these facts: School Superinten- 
dent Richard Neal has recommended a bud- 
get which he himself admitted would only 
maintain the status quo. 

However: 

* The School Committee’s budget slashed 
$200,000 from the superintendent's request: 

. © The Finance Committee’s budget is 
$677,000 below the superintendent's request: 
and 

+ The town manager’s budget is almost 
$1.2 million below the superintendent’s 
request. 


It doesn’t take a rocket scien- 
tist to understand that if you cut 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
from what it takes to maintain 
the status quo, you will wind up 
with a greatly diminished prod- 
uct. 

It is perhaps true that you can- 
not solve problems by throwing 
money at them, but it is certainly 
true that you can create prob- 
lems by such fiscal irresponsibil- 
ity. And I, as an Andover teach- 
er, am furious at the prospect of 
having to deal with the problems 
which will be created by the cur- 
rent situation. 

Andover public schools are a 
success story. Despite per-pupil 
expenditures thousands of dol- 
lars below schools in Weston, 
Brookline and Wellesley, we 
have maintained a system that 
can compete with those commu- 
nities on every level. Small won- 
der that a survey conducted by a 
local realtor determined that 90 
percent of recent homebuyers 
moved to Andover because of the 
reputation of our public schools. 

Now our schools, and the 
quality of life they have helped to 
build and maintain, are on the 
line. 

The town has sufficient 
reserves (i.e., “free cash”) to 
meet the projected shortfall. But 
this would be only a stop-gap 
measure. The schools need a 
long-term solution — and commit- 
ment. 

Andover now taxes property 


below the levy limit established 
by Proposition 2%. Raising taxes 
to the limit could at least fund 
the School Committee’s budget 
and, according to the Finance 
Committee report, would cost 
the average residential taxpayer 
$38, or about 75 certs per week, 
more than under the Finance 
Committee’s municipal budget 
proposal. This seems to me a 
small price to pay to maintain 
our schools, the price of not 
maintaining our schools is too 
great to even contemplate.

Golden Warriors hope to continue their winning tradition

Three talented returning starters, four 
other lettermen from last year, an excellent 
transfer and the best players from a 16-1 JV 
juggernaut should mean the 1996 Andover 
High varsity baseball team will weather the 
graduation of nine seniors, including six 
Starters. 

The Golden Warriors open the season 
with the first of four consecutive non-league 
games next Monday afternoon against

“There is potential depth to the pitching 
Staff, the defense looks very good, and we 
have excellent team speed.” 


Maglio begins. his fourth season as head 
coach and his 26th overall with the Andover 
baseball program, including 22 springs as 
freshman coach at both Andover West 
Junior High and later with the combined 
Doherty-West team when all freshman 
moved under the same roof at the high 
school. 

Maglio’s first three Golden Warrior 
teams combined for a 52-17 record. 

The 1993 squad won the Merrimack Val- 
ley Conference Large School Division cham 


pionship and went 20-2 overall, reaching the 
second round of*the Eastern Mass.

North Tournament. 

The 1994 team finished 18-7, capturing the 
Lawrence Invitational Tournament title and 
the EMass.

Tournament wins along the way came 
against Newton South (13-0), Revere (25-9), 
Malden (8-5) and Boston Latin (7-5) in the 
North final. 

Last year Andover tied Central Catholic 
for second place in the MVC Large on the 
way to a 148 record, including a 3-1 victory 
over Revere in the opening round of the tour- 
ney and a wild 98 loss to MVC champ Lowell 
in the North quarterfinals.

Dick Collins has coached outdoor track 
at Andover High for almost four decades, 
and in all that time there has never been 
what could be considered a poor season.

land-use plan for Den Rock Park and 
properties in Andover, North Andover 
and Lawrence that surround it.

erable number of programs and teach- 
ers,” said Mr. Neal. 

“It’s a significant impact on the 
school department if we have to go to 
that level. I would suggest to you the 
lower number would cause serious 
damage to the school system,” he said. 

According to a School Committee 
document, the FinCom’s budget proba- 
bly would require the superintendent 
to: 

* Avoid hiring six new teachers, 
which would affect the upper limits for 
class sizes at Andover High School, 
Doherty Middle, and West Middle 
School. 

* Eliminate the middle school home 
economics program and the two teach- 
ers involved. This would also increase 
Class sizes in the art, music, health. 
industrial arts and technology classes. 

* Reduce the “teacher contingency” 
for the elementary schools from two 
teachers to one. This contingency is 
available in case an increase in enroll- 
ment creates the need for another 
teacher to be hired to bring down class 
sizes. Mr. Neal states the projected 
numbers are very close to the School 
Committee's class-size guidelines. 

* Eliminate all elementary class- 
room instructional assistants and 
bring in building assistants who would 
only supervise areas such as the lunch 


rooms and playgrounds. 

* Decrease the amount set aside for 
staff development. 

* Cut the money set aside for unex- 
pected expenses from $20,000 to $10,000. 

School officials believe the School 
Committee's recommended budget and 
the FinCom’s recommendations for the 
town’s other departments can all be 
funded without an override. 

Mr. Neal said to go to the levy limit 
would mean a percentage increase for 
Andover’s overall budget less than the 
increase approved in other recent 
years. 

To arrive at the town manager's 
$28.4 million recommendation would 
require even deeper cuts.

he news in the residential real 
| estate market in Andover this 
year is that there has been a 
steady hike in sale prices. 

“The biggest thing we’re seeing is a 
constant increase in median sales 
prices,” said William J. Krajeski, 
assessor. 

The volume of sales this past year 
was stable or slightly down from 1994, 
“but it’s not a substantial amount,” Mr. 
Krajeski said. 

But the median sales price went 
from roughly $220,000 in the first quar- 
ter of 1994 to about $251,000 or $252,000 
in the last quarter of 1995. 

There have been and will continue 
to be fluctuations, when the prices 
drop back a bit, but the overall trend 
has been a continued increase, Mr. 
Krajeski said. One reason for the rise 
is the higher-priced new housing stock, 
he said. 

“The new housing stock continues 
to be more expensive. There’s really 
nothing new that you can buy in town 
that’s less than close to $400,000,” Mr.

Median home prices in Andover continue to rise 


‘The new-housing stock continues to be more 
expensive. There’s really nothing new that you 


can buy in town that’s less than close to $400,000.’ 


The median assessed value for new 
residential homes has gone from 
$377,100 in 1990 to $392,550 for a house 
built in 1994. Mr. Krajeski said he 
expects that median assessment for 
new homes built in 1995 will “at least 
be at the $392,000 mark and I would 
suggest to you it will probably go over 
$400,000.” 

Those figures won't be available until 
next year’s assessments are completed. 


Revaluation 

Residential assessments were 
increased about 4 percent this year, 
Fiscal 1996. Commercial and industrial 
property assessments Went up about 7 
percent on average.

“We took just about half what we felt 
the increase in value was,” Mr. Krajes- 
ki said. 

The town is in an upswing in valua- 
tions and next year is a revaluation 
year. To fend off a big jump in one 
year, the assessors took part of the 
increase this year. 

Mr. Krajeski said he expects resi- 
dential values will go up 7 to 10 percent 
in the revaluation. Commercial and 
industrial assessments will go up at 
least that much, but he expects it will 
be slightly more. 

Next year’s revaluation will affect 
the Jan. 1, 1997 tax bills, and will reflect 
values as of Jan. 1, 1996, which are 
based on 1995 sales figures.

This revaluation will not be a physi- 
cal one, where someone goes and actu- 
ally inspects properties as was done 
two years ago. This time the re-assess- 
ments will be done in the office. The 
only property owners who may receive 
requests for information are those who 
purchased property in the last few 
years. Assessors will be looking to 
establish a real sales price, and will 
need to know if there is anything 
unusual about the sale that may have 
affected the price. For instance, if the 
sale included all the furniture, that 
may have artificially inflated the value 
of the property. 

“Other than that, we won’t have a 
whole lot of contact with the public,” 
Mr. Krajeski said. 


Commercial/industrial 
Mr. Krajeski said he expects com- 
mercial and industrial property assess- 
ments to increase at least 7 to 10 per- 
cent in the revaluation next year, but 
that that increase will be partially off- 
set by a lack of increase in the assess- 
ments for large industrial properties.

remarkable progress has been made against this dreaded disease. At 
the turn of the century, cancer was a virtual death sentence. By the 

1940s, just one in four Americans could expect to be alive five years 
following the diagnosis of cancer. Today, four out of ten people who 


develop cancer will be alive five vears after diagnosis, a benchmark vear that spells cure for most patients 
While new treatments have helped, much of the progress in the wat against cancer is due to new methods 
mmm — ot early detection. Why should diagnosis make such a difference? The reason is clear: early diagnosis gives

New TECHNOLOGIES

SEARCHING FOR 
CANCER-CAUSING GENES 


Like baldness, freckles and color-blindness, some cancers can also be passed from parents 


to their children. By looking for wayward genes among these families, researchers hope 
to find the genetic roots of certain cancers. “Once you've found the gene, you can devel- 
op a test for it,” explains John Libertino, M.D., chairman of the Department of Urology 
at Lahey Hitchcock Medical Center in Burlington, Mass. 

Dr. Libertino and his colleagues are doing genetic tests on blood samples from men 
whose families have a high rate of prostate cancer. “Several genes can probably cause 
prostate cancer,” he says. “And you probably also need to lose a ‘good’ [suppressor] gene 
that normally protects against cancer in order to develop the disease,” he says. 
“Environmental factors [such as cigarette smoke and sun exposure], genetic mutations 
and deletions may be what causes that protective gene to be lost.” 

In studies of bladder cancer, Dr. Libertino and colleagues, including molecular biol- 
ogist lan Summerhays, Ph.D., identified a possible genetic marker for this disease. “We'd 
now like to develop a urine test for the marker,” says Dr. Libertino. The group is also 
studying one of the earliest and best models of gene-linked cancer, von Hippel-Lindau dis- 
ease, a complex syndrome that often includes kidney cancer. “We'd like to find out if it is 
that same gene or another gene that causes sporadic renal cell cancer [the most com- 
mon form of this disease],” says Dr. Libertino. 

These studies are aimed, initially, at improving diagnosis so that patients can get 
better and earlier attention if they are at high risk. Even greater rewards may lie down 
the road. “It’s quite feasible that some cancers will be treated with genetic therapies 


someday,” Dr. Libertino says. “But that's a long way away.” —Malorye Allison 
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PROSTATE TREATMENT 
BREAKTHROUGH 


The treatment of prostate cancer is one of the most controversial areas in 
cancer management. If the cancer is found early and is contained, surgery 
can be curative. When the cancer has spread outside the prostate, then 
surgery Is less likely to extend life and men may still have serious side 
effects, including impotence and incontinence. Lahey Hitchcock Medical 
CATCHING SKIN CANCER Center in Burlington, Mass., conducted the largest experimental trial ofa 
Not all of the advances in cancer detection national research study that hoped to shed new light on these difficult 
treatment decisions. Says Department of Urology chairman John Libertino, 
M.D., who led the Lahey Hitchcock 
investigative team, “Our findings have 
changed the medical community's 
thinking about prostate cancer,” 

The study looked at cancer recur- 
rence rates in men following radical 
prostate surgery (a procedure to pre- 
vent the spread of cancer outside the 
prostate gland). Post-surgery, the men 


studied had rising PSA levels, indicat- 
THE Best DEFENSI ing that cancer had recurred. 


So Using a radioactive tracer and a new 
a scanning method, researchers were 
PSA Testing able to determine that cancer had 
indeed spread, and where the disease 
had spread to. Now, this scanning method can be used before any 
surgery Is performed to assess whether the patient's prostate cancer is 
localized in the prostate or whether it has spread outside the gland. 

“This study helps us determine how to treat patients,” says Dr. 
Libertino, “since radical prostate surgery or localized radiation may be 
appropriate for organ-confined disease, but may be inappropriate thera- 
py in patients with disease outside the prostate, where other treatment 
methods may be indicated.” 

In a related study, researchers at Lahey Hitchcock also looked at a 
new prostate cancer assessment technique, PSA-RTPCR (Reverse 
Transcription and Polymerase Chain Reaction). This test can identify the 
actual prostate cancer cells in the bloodstream, rather than Just anti- 
gens, which the PSA test distinguishes, Researchers had hoped the test 
would help to determine which patients would need radical prostate 
surgery and which would not. But the findings from Lahey Hitchcock's 
study of 52 patients suggested this was not the case. While the test had 
been touted as a better risk assessment tool, the Lahey Hitchcock 
researchers found that it was not a reliable predictor of candidates for
